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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowable. 

2. Claim 1 is allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method for determining the spatial coordinates of an object, in 
which the object is illuminated with light patterns with a projection device from at least two 
directions, and the projected light patterns are recorded point by point on the object with a two- 
dimensional-resolution first recording device, comprising, light pattems or portions thereof 
projected onto the object from the at least two directions are additionally recorded point by point 
by at least one second recording device, wherein the at least one second recording arrangement 
remains stationary in relation to the object in combination with the rest of the limitations of said 
claim. 

3. Claims 2-16 are allowable because they are dependent on independent claim 1, or an 
intermediate claim, and they include all the allowable limitations of the parent claim(s). 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
